of the ship are forgotten, accord­ 
ing to the declaration of Congress­ 
man Victor Berger of Wisconsin. 
Ile asserted: 
“Greed and speed are the char­ 
acteristics of the capitalistic sys­ 
tem. They caused the Titanic dis­ 
aster. I do not want to belittle tho 
heroism of the rich aboard 
the 
ship. Their bravery should be ap­ 
plauded. But do not lose sight of 
the fact that the real heroes were 
those who stuck to their posts of 
duty, and went to their death. Fif­ 
ty per cent of the first class pas­ 
sengers were saved; ten per cent 
of the steerage.”
